NN OrvithRandiog the Subje& of Free-Maſonry 
has, inthe Dearth of News, filled up many 

a Paper, yet I don't find any one has given a true 
Account of their Antiquity and Inſtitution, and 
therefore I will give it you in a few Words. 
King Edward III. took fo great an Affection to 
Windſor, the Place of his Birth, that be in- 
ſtituted the Order of the Garter- there, rebuilt 
and enlarged the Caſtle, with the Church and 
Chapel of St, George : This was a great 
Work, and required a great many Hands; and 
for the carrying it on, Write were directed to 
the Sheriffs of ſeveral Counties to ſend thither, 
under the Penalty of 100 l. ſuch a Number of 
Maſons by a Day appointed. London ſent 40, 
ſo did Devon, Somerler, and ſeveral other 
Counties; but ſeveral dying of the Plague, and 
others deſerting the Service, new Writs were 
iſſued to ſend up Supplies; Yorkſhire ſent 60, 
and other Counties proportionable, as may be 
ſeen in Aſhmole's Hiſtory of the Order of the 
Garter at large, and Orders were given that no 
one ſhould entertain or ſhelter any of theſe run- 
away Maſons, under Pain of Forfeiture of all 
their Goods : Hereupon the Maſons enter'd into 
a Combination not to work unleſs at higher Wa- 
ges, (juſt as we have of late ſeen the Taylors 
and Weavers combining to raiſe their Wages) :

the Gentry alſo underhand ſupporting the Mal- 
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They agreed upon Tokens, &c, to know one ano- 


ther by, and to aſſiſt one another againſt being 
impreſſed, and not to work unleſs free, and on 
their own Terms: Hence they called theyſelves 


FREZ-Masoxs, and this Combination continu'd, . 


during the carrying on of theſe Buildings, for 
ſeveral Years. The Wars between the two 


Houſes coming on in the next Reign, the Diſcon- 


ztented herded together in the ſame Manner, and 


contents, occalion'd feveral Acks of Parliament 
againſt Maſons, and Combinations of other Per- 
ſons under that Denomination, the Titles of 


which Act; ate ſtill to be ſeen in the printed 


Statutes of thoſe Reigus; and tho* the Occafion 
is now obſolete, yet there has ever fince remain'd 
a Succeſſion of the Name and Ceremonies, which 
of late hath been revived by an odd Humour, 
without Thought or Inquiry into the Original of 
this Famous Order, equal in Antiquity, and bad 
the ſame Place for Inditurion, as the Antient and 
Noble One of the GARTER. The famous 
Biſhop of Wincheſter was Superviſor of theſe 
Works, at 18, per Day, and 18, more when he 
travelled ; and tho' it does not appear he was 2 
Maſon, yet his College at Wincheſter for educating. 
the Children, whoſe Parents muſt otherwiſe have 
bred them to hard Labour, and his Care after- 
wards to maintain them in Eaſe at Oxford, ſhe ws 
he was ſo far a Friend to the Glorious Cauſe of 
Liberty, that his Ninſinen ſhould not be oblig'd 
to Labour, unleſs at their free Will, and at a 

good Price. | 
One of the Acts referred to above, viz, 30

From ſuch a reputable Beginning has this 
worthy Fraternity derived their boaſted Glories, 
and this will in ſome Meaſure account for the 
Reaſon of making and keeping the SER, 
ſince at firſt their Necks were in Danger by the 
diſcovering.it, From the like infamous Origin 
commenced thoſe pernicious Names of Diſtin- 
. tion, Wai and Toxy, which we have beard 
gloried in, tho” at firſt the Nick-names of Ene- 
mies, and Terms extremely opprobrious; the 
firſt gnitying, from the ſuppoſed narrow Prin- 
ciples, and crude and 1n4igeſied Notions of the 
Field Conventiclers in Scotland, Soure Milk; the 
laſt, Iriſ Rapperies and Rebbers.
